'The  Urban  District  of  Dalton-in-Pumess  is  situated  in  the  Forth  '■'bstern 
part  of  the  CouTxty  of  Lancashire  adjoining  the  County  Borough  of  Barrow- in- 
Pumess  and  the  rlorth  Lonsdale  Rural  District.  Height  above  Ordnance  Datirni 
varies  between  350  feet  in  the  north-east  to  sea  level  in  the  v/est.  There 
are  outcrcps  of  limestone  in  various  parts  of  the  District  and  in  the  past  there 
has  been  extensive  raining  for  iron  ore  which  has  left  the  surface  considerably 
scarred  and  some  of  the  lorr  lying  areas  flooded  with  water. 

The  chief  industries  are  viscose  manufacturing,  shoe-making,  bricbvorks, 
clothing  manufacture  and  agriculture,  but  a large  proportion  of  the  male

The  provision  and  maintenance  of  public  water  supplies  throughout  the 
District  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Furness  'bter  Board.  Dalton  is 
supplied  from  ~oa]ca  Beck  reservoir  and  Askajn  from  the  Ulpha  intake  of  the 
River  Duddon. 

I'To  ne^r  sources  of  supply  were  acquired  during  the  year  but  the  main  vias 
extended  to  surpply  the  new  estate  of  x^^ivate  dvrellings  at  Dalton, 

The  supply  ’.ras  satisfactory  in  quality  throughout  the  year,  but  is 
proving  insufficient  to  give  an  -adequate  supply  to  the  new  estate  in 
Greystone  ^"-rea.  This  should  be  remedied  when  a new  stora.ge  resei'voir 
which  is  under  construction  at  Highfield  is  brought  into  use, 

3,9aO  houses  are  now  supplied  direct  from  public  mains,  14  have 
private  supplies.

The  Sewage  from  Da.lton  is  taken  to  screening  tan3.cs  near  the  site  of  the 
old  gasworks  and  the  effluent  is  then  discharged  to  the  Barrow  Corporation 
sewerage  system.  The  sevrage  from  Askam  is  passed  through  screening  tanks 
and  the  effluent  discharged  to  the  Duddon  estuary.  The  Dalton  system  is 
grossly  overloaded  and  the  Askam.  system  is  far  below  modem  stand.ard-s. 
Consulting  Lngineers  liave  been  engaged  to  prepare  plans  for  the  improvement 
of  both  systems.  Tewage  from  the  hamlet  of  NevHcon  passes  through  a 
settlement  tanlc,  the  effluent  being  discharged  to  a stream,  l.indal  and. 
3>rtin  have  mod.emL  sewage  disposal  pl-ant  -./here  full  treatment  is  given 
before  discharging  the  effluent  to  nearby  streams, 

3 houses  hnve  privy  middens  and  another  1 has  a pail  closet,  the 
remainder  being  on  the  water  carriage  system.
